The following, like the Irishman’s gun, speaks 
for itself: 


CELINA, Onto, March 16, 1868, 
To the Editor of the Avalanche: 

I see by the public press that one William Hun- 
ter, of your city, is producing quite a sensation by 
his arbitrary and vindictive course as a judge, 

A short biography of this dispenser of justice 
may assist your people in forming a just appreci- 
ation of his mnoral worth, ifthey have not already 
fully comprehended him. 
He came to Mercer county, Ohio, about the year 
1847. He professed to be a Democrat, and acted 
with that party. He gained the contidence of the 
eople of this county tosach an extent that in 
[51 they elected him Treasurer of the county, and 
in 1853 he was re-elected. Soon after his re-election 
he was suspected of being a defaulter, and at 
the June session of the County Commissioners 
an investigation was had, and he was found to be 
in arrears to the amount of six thousand one hun- 
dred and eight dollare and seventy-eight cents 
(36,108 78). This amount he left for his bail to payt 
He has never even offered to refund to his bail any 
rtion of the amount paid by them for his de- 
alcation, His bondsmen were not only his poli- 
tical but persona! friends. 
A man of honor would have at least manifested 
some dispositien to relieve those who had be- 
friended him, and were made the sufferers by his 
misdeeds; but such has not been the case with this 
man, who, if he had any honor, would never have 
been selected by the Radicals as a fit instrument 
to do their bidding and dirty work. 

The amount for which he was defaulter, and the 
manner in which he deported himself before and 
after his defaication was known, led the people to 
believe that it was a case of embezzlement, 
and it was laid before the Grand Jury at the 
November term (1856) of the Court of Common 
Pleas and an indictment for embezzlement.
